THE PRESIDENT GOT 


CABINET TOGETHER 
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Coming Speeches Cons idered In 


Midnight Ses s ion, 


W ashington, April 24.—From devel­ 
opments last night it is evident that 
President Taft realizes that he is fac 
ing a crisis in a campaign for renom 
ination. The president called his cab­ 
inet together early in the evening and 
they were in session until after mid 
night. 
Ile had summoned them to go 
over the speeches which he is to de­ 
liver on his trip to M assachusetts. The 
president realizes that success in Mas 
sachusetts is vital to his candidacy 
and his speeches on this trip are ex 
pected to be the most forceful that he 
has yet delivered in the campaign 
Senator Crane of M assachusetts and 
Representative McKinley, who is di 
recting the Taft campaign, were also 
present at last night’s conference. The 
calling of the night session of thé 
cabinet led to many disquieting ru 
mors, some of them in regard to the 
Mex ican situation, but it was said au 
thoritatively that the president’s forth 
coming speeches were the principal 
subjects discussed. 
By many it is believed that the pres­ 
ident will assume a much more ag­ 
gressive attitude in these Massachu­ 
setts speeches. 
Up to this time Mr. 
Taft has avoided any personal attack 
upon Mr. Roosevelt, but the character 
of the speeches which the colonel has 
been delivering against the president 
has aroused Mr. T aft’s anger. 
There’s some fight coming off in 
M assachusetts at the end of the week , 
if the president, in his M assachusetts 
speeches opens up the Roosevelt let­ 
ters to him that the Taft headquarters 
in W ashington has given notice that 
he would do.

— Before the 
senate investigating committee Fred­ 
erick K. Fleet, seaman and look out on

with m arine glasses. 
Fleet is the 
look out who first sighted the iceberg 
that sent the giant W hite Star liner 
to the bottom. 
He declared that he 
and other seamen who served in the 
crow’s nest had ask ed for glasses, but 
in vain. 
Fleet told in detail what oc­ 
curred in the Titanic’® crow’s nest on 
the night of the collision. 
H erbert J. Pittman, third officer of 
the Titanic, gave to the committee a 
harrowing account of the groans and 
cries that went up from the sea when 
the Titanic had made her final plunge. 
This officer testified that there was 
room for more passengers in the life­ 
boat which he was commanding, but 
that when he attem pted to turn about 
and answer the cries of distress, the 
passengers, the most of whom were 
women, protested on the ground that 
the boat would be overturned and it 
would mean the needless sacrificing 
of more lives. 
Pittm an ack nowledged 
he was in sole command of this life­ 
boat and that he finally yielded to the 
wishes of his passengers and pulled 
away out of the sound of the terrible 
cries. 
Pittm an showed great emotion 
while in the witness chair and repeat­ 
edly urged Senator Smith to refrain 
from calling the harrowing details of 
that scene to his mind. 
He testified 
that the Titanic was mak ing 2 1 ^ 
k nots at the time the collision oc 
curred. 
Major A. G*. Peuchem, a wealthy 
m anufacturer, who was a passenger on 
the Titanic, also was a witness. 
He 
was the first of the surviving passen­ 
gers to be ex amined by the senate 
committee. 
He declared that there 
were not enough seamen in attendance 
upon the Titanic lifeboats and charged 
that the quarterm aster in charge of 
the lifeboat in which he had been 
saved was brutal and had refused to 
turn back when he heard cries of dis­ 
tress and a signal calling all lifeboats 
back to the Titanic. 
This is the first 
evidence that 
has been presented 
that any effort was made by those in 
charge of the Titanic to summon the 
lifeboats back after they had once put 
off. The signal, as ex plained by Major 
Peuchem, was a tooting of the Titan 
ic’s whistle. 
“We’re not going back ; it’s our lives 
nowT, not theirs.’’ Q uarterm aster Hich
